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MARJORIE WILLIAMS APPOINTED DIRECTOR OF 
EDUCATION & PUBLIC PROGRAMS DIVISION 

(Cleveland, OH) Robert P. Bergman, director of the Cleveland Museum of Art, today 
announced the appointment of Marjorie L. Williams, longtime museum educator, as director of 
the museum's division of Education and Public Programs. The appointment culminates a year- 
long national search. The division includes CMA's Ingalls Library, Musical Arts, Teacher 
Resource Center, classes for children and adults, as well as exhibition, performing arts, and 
community arts programs for all ages. Ms. Williams will supervise 37 full-time and 30 part- 
time staff members and oversee a budget in excess of $2 million. The Director of Education 
and Public Programs is a member of the museum's senior management team. 

Elaborating on his choice of Ms. Williams for this critical post. Dr. Bergman said: 
"Maijorie Williams combines sophistication in the field of art history with a total dedication to 
communicating the joys and meanings of art to the widest audience. Her more than twenty 
years of broad-ranging educational experience makes her the kind of expert we need to give 
leadership to our outstanding Division of Education." 

Ms. Williams has served on the museum's education staff since 1975, focusing for 
many years on events related to CMA's renowned collection of Asian art and on programming 
for adults. She has organized nearly a dozen educational exhibitions from the CMA collection 
and written and lectured often for the museum, highlighting its works of Indian, Chinese, 
Japanese, Korean, and Southeast Asian art. Through her endeavors, Ms. Williams has made the 
CMA’s collection and traveling exhibitions more accessible to the general public. She served as 
one of the project directors for visitor studies funded by the Getty Grant Program for CMA's 
Renaissance-Baroque reinstallation project in 1990-93. She has also traveled extensively in 
China and Japan as a lecturer for the Smithsonian Study Tours Abroad. 

Since January 1996, Ms. Williams has been acting director of the division. She has 
been responsible for creating and enhancing the museum's most innovative outreach programs, 
collaborates widely with others around the city and state, and was an active participant in the 
museum's recent strategic planning process. 
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A Chattanooga, Tennessee native, she obtained her bachelor's degree from the 
University of Alabama. She received her M.A. in Asian Art History and Museum Studies from 
the University of Michigan in 1975. 

Commenting on her appointment, Ms. Williams said: "It is truly an honor to receive this 
appointment that enables me to work in a leadership role with a highly motivated, creative staff 
and the museum's dynamic director. As a team, we are propelled by the museum's mission to 
embrace the entire community through innovative arts programming of the highest quality."
